OPPORTUNITY 


Spring brought its: blossoms in or- 
chard and garden, and June, just past, 
brought its graduates in full bloom of 
anticipation for what lies ahead. What 
fruit will appear in harvest time, the 
full rounded life will reveal in days to 
come. Bible schools have poured in the 
teaching and given the diplomas. Now 
school routine and regulations are over, 
and the graduate is individually respon- 
sible to himself and to his Lord for his 
conduct and his service for the Master 
in whatever line or capacity he may find 
himself. The same is true of every 
Christian. 

Eager, yet hesitant; confident, yet 
with some misgivings, many have a con- 
flict of feelings within as they face the 
future, each with varying degrees in the 
emotion mixture according to his indi- 
vidual make-up. 

School days are over, but learning is 
not. The school of experience offers a 

ostgraduate course to all, to those who 
have had all their former training under 
its tutelage and to those who have had 
learning in the classroom. Daily living 
and taking a place in one’s chosen field 
of endeavor, secular as well as in the 
work of the Lord, full time or part 
time—all the time—one is in the class- 
room of experience in whatever the 
hand, mind, and heart find to do. 

Preparation is the backdrop of all ac- 
complishment. Naturally speaking, tal- 
ent plus its development equal ability. 
Spiritually, too, preparation precedes ac- 
complishment, for prayer, faith, and 
yieldedness go before anything done for 
God. Spontaneous may be the appear- 
ance of results, but all that it takes to 
produce such have had to have gone 
on before. A soul is saved upon re- 
pentance and accepting salvation from 
the gracious hand of the Redeemer, but 
salvation was prepared on Calvary, and 
before that, in the heart of the loving 
heavenly Father. 

Another factor enters into the recipe 
of success. We call it opportunity. Too 
often opportunity comes dressed in 
working togs, and we fail to recognize 
it. None but the most indolent need 
miss the blessings that follow in its 
wake if it came announced by herald, 
nor could any fail to recognize it if it 
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came well identified by label and with 
instructions how to use. 

The 25th chapter of Matthew is a 
lesson in making the right use of oppor- 
tunity in the kingdom of God. Accord- 
ing to the teachings of Jesus, we are 
not checker pieces on the game board of 
circumstance. 


Equal Opportunity 
The parable of the ten virgins is a 


pointed lesson on being prepared for 
that certain time we wait for, that 
expected occasion. Whatever else the 
parable teaches in the qualifications for 
the ready one at the coming of the Lord, 
it is evident that we can learn that in 
whatever God has for us in blessings, 
in service, in responsibilities, in all of 
the future, the prepared one enters in, 
and the unprepared one loses out. 


All the virgins in the story had lamps; 
they all had vessels with their lamps; 
they all were waiting for the same call; 
and they all slept while waiting. There 
was only one difference: some had oil 
in the vessels for their lamps, and some 
did not. ‘They were all present by reason 
of like invitation. They looked alike, 
they responded alike, they had the same 
weakness—they all slept; but half of 
them had seen to it ahead of time that 
they were prepared for more than pres- 
ent need. They were not willing just 
to “get by” for the present. They were 
ready for something further, and they 
had what could not be imparted at the 
last moment to others. They entered into 
jovs of accomplishment and fulfillment, 
while the other five went back to buy 
the missing oil, went back to make be- 
lated preparation. The opportunity was 
cone. The door was closed, and. the de- 
laved effort to get in was rewarded with 
refusal. Thev all might have entered in, 
but only half were prepared. 

Unequal Opportunity 

_To one servant was given five talents, 
to another, two, and to the third, one. 
After an extended absence of the master 
(he had traveled to a far country), the 
servants were called to give an account 
of the talents—of their time and dili- 
gence, as well as the money left in their 
charge. As for the money, it would re- 
flect the use of the time which had 
elapsed during the master’s absence. The 


’ was the same, and the reward could have | 
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one given five talents produced another 
five; the one given two talents produced 
another two; but the one given one tal- 
ent found the task too great to risk try- | 
ing.

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NLY a few months after our arrival 
‘in Palestine in 1929, it was our privi- 
lege to move from Jerusalem to Es Salt, 
Trans-Jordan, where I spent ten years 
in labors for my beloved’Lord Jesus 
‘Christ. The work of the Assemblies of 
‘God Mission in that part of the world 
‘was but newly opened. The older gen- 
eration of those people was so thorough- 
ly steeped in the religious ritualism of 
their belief and inured to the coarseness 
and vulgarity of sin, that their conver- 
‘sion to a new life and standard of con- 
duct was considered past the limits of 
teasonable possibility. This is no exag- 
geration, as I have had many most ear- 
nest talks with some of the older men 
whom I still consider among my best 
friends, notwithstanding my plain deal- 
ings with them. I have seen those who 
re actually considered most wicked, un- 
der deep conviction with unrestrained 
tears running down their cheeks, and yet 
no yielding on their part to the power of 
the living Savior. 


Revivals 
I have witnessed several revivals in 


Trans-Jordan, the first of which, besides 
its being a “religious novelty” there, was 
‘so powerful that it attracted wide 
‘attention, not only from the civil popu- 
lation but also from the educational 
authorities of the government because 
many students from the highest gov- 
ernmental school, Christians so-called, 
and Muslems, were flocking to the meet- 
ings. They would come to the altar to 
pray and go away singing our revival 
songs and discussing the message they 
had heard—a new thing in that ancient 
land. Then came government spies to 
‘those services to see what was being 
done. They went away convinced that 
we were preaching a powerful gospel 
and confessing that they feared lest 
their continued attendance might make 
them Christians also, while others at- 
tributed the power, actually felt, to the 
use of charged batteries concealed on 
the person, and from which the suv- 
posed electric power was conducted by 
copper wires down the arms through the 
sleeve. This revival, undoubtedly, was 
the opportunity of grace given to the 
sin-hardened older generation of men 
and women. Most of them rejected it 
to the further hardening of their hearts. 


On several occasions after the revival, 
there came times of refreshing from the 


“presence of the Lord, but these visita- 
tions were mostly showers upon the 
tender grass—the younger generation.

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Gold From Gilead

Each one of the different age groups in 
Es Salt has had a real opportunity of 
grace from the Lord. : 
Visiting in the Homes of the People 
One of the important phases of our 
missionary endeavor is visiting families 
in their homes. This is aside from the 
special calls that come in for prayer for 
the sick. If this part of our work were 
neglected we would soon hear from the 
people. “Why,” they ask, “have you not 
come to see us?” On special occasions, 
such as Christmas and Easter, we visit 
the families in a large part of the town. 
During the Muslem holidays it is ex- 
pected that we visit government officials, 
chief men of the town, leading families, 
and friends and acquaintances. On such 
occasions, we have visited the chief rulér 
of Trans-Jordan, and each time we have 
given him the gospel message, the main 
object of all our visiting. This is ex- 
pected of us: so after a few general 
remarks and friendly exchanges of cour- 
tesies, the conversation is shifted to 
sniritual things. We speak what we feel 
the Lord lavs upon our hearts for the 
occasion, and then, closing with prayer, 
we take our leave to make another call. 


Country-wide Evaneelistic Eftort 
We have conducted evangelistic ser- 


vices at different places and under cir- 
cumstances which at times have heen 
anvthing but pleasant. At one village, 
after beine entertained bv a leader in 
the community, we were led to believe 


that our presence was not conducive to 
peaceful relations there. The reason was 
that the people had brought pressure to 
bear upon our host to oust us, and they 
were contemplating stoning us. He did 
not want to have a difficult situation; 
so he asked us to leave. At a later visit 
to this same village, when the inhabit- 
ants had become used to us, we held 
services in an upper room. One of us 
had to act as a policeman, putting out 
the disturbers. We were now bolder. 
But rocks would fly up at the windows 
from the outside. I have walked with our 
evangelist or shared a donkey with him 
eight hours a day. These trips have been 
during the heat of summer or the cold 
of winter for a period of from seven to 
twelve days. I have slept in beds under 
covers than which I have known cleaner 
and less inhabited. All the fruit of our 
effort is not immediately visible; yet, we 
have seen encouraging results. We have 
gone this way to the tent dwellers and 
to the townspeople, endeavoring to reach 
the educated and the common people, 
the young as well as the old. 


A Successful Sunday School Program 
During the years in Es Salt we con- 


ducted Sunday school work which may 
compare quite favorably with some of 
the more progressive Sunday school 
works in our American assemblies. The 
attendance was seldom under 150, but 
regularly 200 or near that mark. The at- 
tention was very keen and the discipline 
excellent. Most of the time there was 
2 goodly number of Moslem children 
attending and they carried home the 
Bible stories and repeated them, perhaps 
with slioht variations and additions, to 
their elders. And still they were per- 
mitted to come. During rain or sunshine. 
and in the winter snow, they came, and 
the only material attraction we gave 
them was old Sundav school cards or 
discarded season and birthday cards. 
These future citizens received the cospel 
storv in its undiluted form, and the 
results we have seen are most encourag- 
ina. This kind of work takes a lono time 
to show visible results, but in the long 
run it is the better means of evanceliz- 
ino those sections of the field which 
have had such a distorted concevtion of 
Christianity. I confess it is not easv ta 
be plodding alono for vears on end 
when others are havino encouraging sic- 
cess jn other fields of Jahar. esneciallv 
amoneo the wane nennle, Vet the one is 
as commendahle in the cicht of the Tord 
as the other, for all souls are His: all 
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workers are, or should be, under His 
orders; and all glory is His. 
Work Among the Young Men 

It is gracious of our God, knowing 
our weak frame and desire for accom- 
plishment, to give us at times a taste 
of the blessings of this rather rare 
and quite dangerous article—success. We 
were getting surfeited with doing foun- 
dation work, even though we felt that 
God had trusted us with this most dif- 
ficult task—unthanked perhaps by men, 
but known unto God—still, we longed to 
see some riper fruit than what was in 
embryo in our hands. God gave this 
desire a most blessed fulfillment. Some 
young men from the government sec- 
ondary school in Es Salt, the highest 


educational institution in the country, 


began coming to our house for visits: 


Thursday afternoons, Friday being the 
legal holiday. We started with some 
simple outdoor games to hold their in- 
terest. After an hour of play they would 
file into our large sitting room for a 
time of Bible study in English and 
singing choruses. ‘The attendance varied 
from three up to 30, and there were 
almost always some very attentive Mus- 
lim young men among them. Some of 
these remember even today those times 
and talk about them with tears. ‘The 
object of the boys was to improve their 
knowledge of English, but, needless to 


say, our aim was higher. We took up 


together the first chapters of Genesis . 


and dwelt upon them for months. We 
started with a class of one hour each 
week, but°ended with having two to 
five hour classes three times.a week. The 
outcome of all this was that there were 
eight boys who expressed decisions for 
Christ, with many others visibly af- 
fected. Bright minds were captured by 
the message of the Bible. These’ and 
others are still waiting for those who 
will go to them with the challenge of 
the claims of Christ. 
Day School Primary Education 

There are some people, including mis- 
sionaries, who look with disfavor upan 
educational work in connection with the 
missionary program. Of course the chief 
dim of the school, as well as any other 
means of evangelization, should be to 
bring people to the Lord Jesus Christ. If 
a mission educational institution’ loses 
that criterion, then it should be closed. 
The school can be a fruitful agency in 
our missionary program. With spiritual- 
ly-minded teachers and weekly evangel- 
istic meetings to instruct the children 
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aright in the things of God while their 
minds are still pliable, it is possible to 
lead them to an early and personal de- 
cision for Christ, not by coercion but 
through the power of the Holy Spirit. 
Barring revivals, the school is and should 
be the most fruitful field for soul win- 
ning. For ten years in Es Salt, this was 
the outstanding phase of our work. We 
had three good teachers and one or two 
student teachers. The attendance seldom 
was under 180 and was nearly always 
230. About 25 per cent of the pupils 
were. Muslim boys and girls who took 
all that was taught, including Scripture 
and evangelistic meetings. Many of 
them came to the Sunday school and 
church, also.. We carried the students 
through the sixth grade. Because of the 
discipline, the fame of the “American 
School” went far and wide, and Muslims 
would bring their unruly boys for train- 
ing in spite of the fact that they were 
told that their children might become

Beautiful feet! 

i» “How beautiful!” an infinite God de- 
clares. 

_ Francis Ridley Havergal, the famous 
hymn writer, says, “Take my feet and 
Jet them be, swift and beautiful for 
Thee.” 

Such beauty is rare indeed, for it 
lies not in shapeliness, in perfection of 
Mould, nor merely in graceful move- 
ment. Their beauty consists of far high- 
er qualities than these, and it-is a beauty 
that remains after time has resolved into 
éternity, for this beauty is obtained by 
activity and service. In short, it is the 
motive guiding the tireless action of 
these two members of the body, that 
beautifies them. Furthermore, this type 
of beauty brings forth eternal approval 
of our omniscient God. 


i In days long past, the Son of Man 
trod (often with sore and weary feet) 
ithe sandy shores of the Galilean lake; 
yet even though his feet were sand- 
soiled, they were beautiful feet because 
'they brought to needy, seeking hearts 
‘One who carried the good tidings of 
“peace. ; 

' A Lighted Pathway For Beautiful Feet 

Beautiful feet shod with gospel shoes 
have a prescribed course to travel. It 
as along the pathway that is sometimes 
called “the highway of holiness,’ some- 
»times the “strait and narrow way’; and, 
again, it is known as the “path of the 
sjust.” This path is a lighted path that 
“shines more and more unto the perfect 
iday,” or, until we reach the end of the 
journey. Feet traversing this way. ever 
have a light to guide them on their way. 
David, the sweet singer of Israel, informs 
sus in the 119th Psalm, the 105th verse, 
‘that God’s word is a lamp unto our feet 
‘and a light to our path. To be thus 
Lassured of divine illumination. gives a 
| firmness of step to the feet of travelers 
on this. shining. pathway. Moreover, 
since the way-is made clear by the light 
of the Word cast upon it, the feet mov- 
“ing over it need never travel again in 
the darkened ways of sin. The words of 
| heeieiaandaetaraniaese ge srt 
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the well-known hymn, “Trust and 
Obey,” aptly express this sentiment thus, 
“When we walk with the Lord in the 
light of His word, What a glory He 
sheds on our way.” 

It is also true that the feet of the gos- 
pel traveler are beautiful as they traverse 
the lighted road that leads from earth 
to glory because they are showing the 
tight way for the feet of other pilgrims 


to travel who may later follow on this 


pathway of light. 
Prepared Feet 
In pursuing this subject a step fur- 
ther, we would say the feet that bring 
to humankind the messenger of “good 
tidings” must have proper spiritual 


preparation for such a holy and respon- 


sible mission. None knew better than 


that tireless gospel traveler, the great 


apostle Paul, how necessary was such 
preparedness. In plain declaration. he 
gives the equipment for the soldier of 
the cross. And, behold; among the many 
garments divinely supplied to give com- 
plete protection, and consequently com- 
plete preparation for the task, we find 
this covering designated for Christians’ 
feet, in Ephesians 6:15, “And your feet 
shod with the preparation of the gospel 
of peace.” It is Paul, then, who, in this 
passage of Scripture, teaches us the 
need of putting on the gospel shoes, 
which give both strength and adornment 
to feet already beautiful by reason of 
their sacred occupation of bringing 
“good tidings.” In contrast, the wheels 
of Pharaoh’s chariots, though they be 
many times swifter than tramping feet, 
could not ride him. and his army to 
victory through the Red Sea, because 
neither he nor his army were in the 
gospel ranks. It was the slower moving 
Israelites, having their “feet shod with 
the preparation of the gospel of peace,” 
or, if you prefer, having on the gospel 
shoes, who marched in triumph across 
the bed of that same sea, dry shod, and 
because their feet were rightly shod the 
song that followed their victorious march 


was also pitched in the right key both . 


as to melody and theme. Here it is in 
part, “The Lord hath triumphed glor- 
iously, The Lord is my strength and 
song, and He is become. my salvation. 


Who is like unto Thee, O Lord, glorious 


in holiness, doing wonders.” 


So it can be truthfully said that if the 
feet of every Christian are properly pre- 
pared to walk in the gospel way, then 
our gospel song will always strike the 
note of victory and will never fail to 
exalt the Lord of salvation. 


Final Destination For Beautiful Feet 

The beautiful feet of the publisher 
of good tidings will one day bring him 
to his final destination. O, wonderful 
day! O, glorious, eternal destination! 

There was a gospel traveler in days 
gone by, who walked on this shining 
way sO unwaveringly that every step of 
his earthly journey he seemed to be walk- 
ing hand in hand with his heavenly Fa- 
ther. His life was beautiful; his walk was 
beautiful; in fact,- his feet went so 
beautifully straight that the imprints 
they left behind (the record is in the 
Sacred Book) were as a lovely testi- 
mony declaring not only the possibility 


but also the pleasure and privilege of 


thus walking with God. Hebrews 11:5

dren, Brother Oral A. Hart was born in 
Benton County, 
Missouri. Some 
time later the fam- 
ily moved to north- 
eastern Colorado, 
and there he spent 
all of his grammar 
and high school 
days, in Akron, 
Colorado, and most 
of the summers on 
. a ranch. 

Reared in a Christian home, he was 
taught from boyhood the necessity of 
the new birth, but was not converted 
until he was 22 years of age during a 
critical illness of his mother, when medi- 
cal skill was proving unavailing. But 
his father and a group of good holiness 
people were praying. One day, upon the 
suggesting that if he would get saved 
they believed God would heal his mo- 
ther, he went to the coal shed back of 
the house, and there with conviction 
heavy upon him began to repent and 
confess his sins to God. He says, “Jesus 
soon lifted the heavy load of sin, and 
my guilty soul was free. The presence 
of God seemed to shine down as rays 
of glorious light right into my soul. I 
went shouting to the house, and mother 
raised up in bed and began to shout. 
After a season of rejoicing I again re- 
turned to the coal shed, a very precious 
place to me by now, and entreated the 
Lord to heal mother. Others also were 
praying for her. God spoke in what I 
will always think was an audible voice, 
and said, ‘She will get well.

Attending 
services there Brother Hart’s hunger for 
the baptism of the Spirit increased, until 
early one morning, at 4:15, after the 
pastor and several of the saints of the 
church had tarried all night, he was 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and fire.

STUDY XV 


Daniel’s Last Vision and Prophecy: The 
Epilogue. Chapter XII. 


We have come to the last chapter of 
this marvelous book. There is enough 
here for a whole series of studies, but, 
in accordance with the plan followed 
thus far, only an outline of the chapter 
will be provided. This outline the stu- 
dent can greatly enlarge by comparing 
Scripture with Scripture. Let him take 
the various topics that are here intro- 
duced, and study them as topics. There 
are various methods of Bible study, and 
the topical method is among the most 
interesting and helpful. 

I. The great tribulation. 

Verse |. Some would have us believe 
that the reference here is to the time 
of trouble during the reign of Antiochus 
Epiphanes. Among them are Dr. Wm. 
M. ‘Taylor. But this conclusion is 
reached only by those who are unwilling 
to accept premillennialism. They be- 
lieve that the world is going to be saved 
through the preaching of the gospel, and 
that Christ will not come to usher in 
the golden age until the last sinner shall 
have been converted; in other words, 
they do not believe there is going to be 
a tribulation such as we teach will pre- 
cede the coming of Christ in glory and 
the setting up of the kingdom of the Son 
of man. But the whole context indicates 
that they are wrong. And what our Lord 
said furnishes us with absolute proof 
that this prophecy was not fulfilled in 
the time of Antiochus Epiphanes. Read 
Matt. 24:21. Our Lord was quoting this 
identical text, and He affirmed that its 
fulfilment was still future. This entire 
chapter awaits fulfilment. It relates to 
Daniel’s seventieth week, and will not 
be fulfilled until after the church shall 
have been raptured. Concerning the de- 
tails of what will take place during this 
“time of trouble,” we read in Revelation. 
There we are told concerning the seals, 
the trumpets, and the vials; but God, 
in His wrath, will remember mercy; so 
there is to be a great spiritual awaken- 
ing. Read Rev. 7:9-17. 

“At that time shall Michael stand up.” 
Read Rey. 12:7-9 where we are afforded 
information as to what will take place 
in heaven when he “shall stand up.” 
“At that time thy people,” i.e., the Jews, 
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for Daniel was being addressed, “Shall 
be delivered, every one that shall be 
found written in the book.” Read Mal. 
3:16. That the “time of trouble” is to 
be followed by a time of deliverance is 
elsewhere asserted in the Word. Read 
Jer. 30:3-10 and Isa. 11:11, 12. Some 
believe that by those “found written in 
the book” are meant the 144,000 who 
will be sealed for preservation (Rev. 
7:1-8). Michael, “the great prince 
which standeth for the children of thy 
people,” is probably the angel spoken of 
in Ex. 23:20-23. He is the only arch- 
angel we read of in the Bible. 


II. The two resurrections. 

Verses 2, 3. Barnes regards these 
words as figurative and makes them rep- 
resent a general uprising of the people 
against the despot, Antiochus Epiph- 
anes. To such an extreme of absurdity 
will men of real mental calibre some- 
times resort in order to avoid accepting 
as truth what they have fully made up 
their minds to reject as error. Other 
interpreters have spoken of a spiritual 
resurrection or of a national resurrection. 
There is to be a national resurrection 
and it is foreshadowed in Ezek. 37: 1-14. 
But what is here set forth is a literal 
resurrection which will take place in 
two stages, the two being separated by 
a period of a thousand years. Read Jno. 
5:28, 29 and compare with Rev. 20:4-6. 
Nowhere in the Bible do we read of a 
“general” resurrection. ‘The first resur- 
rection will be the resurrection of the 
sainted dead, and the last resurrection 
will be the resurrection of the wicked 
dead; the first will take place at the time 
of our Lord’s second advent; the last 
will not take place until the millennial 
reign of our Lord shall have come to 
an end. “But the rest of the dead lived 
not again until the thousand years were 


finished.” 

When the first resurrection shall take 
place those who awake from the sleep 
of death shall awake “to everlasting 
life,” which means, of course, that they 
will never die again; and, at the last 
resurrection all who shall rise shall 
awake “to shame and everlasting con- 
tempt,” or, an everlasting thrusting 
away, the Hebrew word rendered “con- 
tempt” meaning, according to the Com- 


panion Bible, “thrusting away.” As this\|j 
is the only passage in which the word | 
occurs it is somewhat dithcult to ascer-)|} 
tain its exact meaning, there being no}| 
other passages with which it can be s/f 
compared. ihere is a kindred word, ,jj 
however, and one that comes from the} 
same root, and is pronounced in nearly) - 
the same way, in Isa.

The various reports of the previous 
year were given. [he detailed financial 
report caused a good deal of discussion 
and comment.

Brother and Sister Lowell E. Dowdy 
have been in charge of the work in Car- 
acas, Venezuela, since the senior mis- 
sionaries, the Yngve Olsens, left in the 
spring for furlough. Brother Dowdy 
writes of the work: 

“The local church has a membership 
of some 140, and there are several out- 
stations that require monthly visits, be- 
sides the radio. work. We have five 15- 
minute programs each week, and once 
a month we make a trip to the port city 
of La Guaira to take new records... . It 
has only been during the past year that 
it has been possible to broadcast the 
gospel over the radio in this country; so 
we thank God for this avenue of pro- 
claiming the story of love. 

“In a Sunday afternoon cottage meet- 
ing, a sister who gave her heart to the 
Lord at that time, said that she and her 
husband had been listening to the radio 
programs for some time. . . and could 
sing many of the hymns heard over the 
air. Her husband had said that he 
would come a Sunday night sometime 
later and give his heart to the Lord. . . 
but the following Tuesday night he 
came to the prayer meeting with her 
and went to the altar. He could not 
wait until Sunday night. . . 

“The brethren in the town of Mar- 
cay are erecting a new church building, 
and just as soon as it is ready for dedi- 
cation, we hope, the Lord willing, to 
have the first Pentecostal convention in 
Venezuela. We believe this will be 
a forward step for the gospel here and 
ask that you pray with us regarding 
this.” 

Brother Dowdy was down with a sev- 


ere illness for a while this spring. We 
are happy to hear that he is recovering.

After working several months in the 
Bible school in Lima, Peru, Sister Al- 
berta Daniels and her daughter, Elaine, 
went to Ica to take the gospel. She 
says: 

“Ica is located some 200 miles south 
of Lima, slightly inland. The popula- 
tion is about 28,000. Within two hours 
by bus there are two other towns about 
half this size. ‘Then, all around are 
haciendas or large ranches. ‘This is also 
a popular resort. Just out of the town 
are two mineral lakes which attract 
many people. In all this section there 


has been no Full Gospel work. . . 


“After moving here we were unable 
to open meetings, for we could not find 
a suitable place to rent. At that time 
we were living right in front of a Cath- 
olic church and could not invite people 
into our home. But in just five weeks 
the Lord provided a new house for us 
in a good location. We opened our 
front room for meetings, and many 
people entered and listened to the gos- 
pel night ‘after night. One day we 
asked the landlord if he had another 
house to rent us for our services. He 
had none, but returned the following 


-day saying he would build a place right 


behind our house. This is something 
like a bungalow court, and is just four 
blocks from the plaza. Now we are in 
our new hall. Just think how wonder- 
ful that an unconverted landlord would 
build: us a church’ and let us draw the 
plan! Surely our God is great!

but also an increase of wickedness. And 
this harmonizes with what we are told 
elsewhere concerning the last days. Read 
Peli. 491-4. 2° Tim 13 buke 7: 
26-29. 
IV. The question asked. 

Verses 5, 6. Moffatt renders these 
verses thus: “Then, as I Daniel looked, 
two other figures stood, one on this bank 


of the river and one on the other bank.’ 


One of them said to the man robed in 
linen, who was above the water of the 
river, ‘How long shall it be till these 
marvels happen?” W. C. Stevens says, 
“There appeared in his vision two angels 
beside his visitant. The latter’s position 
was in the air above the bosom of the 
Hiddekel or Tigris.” Perhaps the same 
thought was in the mind of Moffatt 
when he wrote, “above the water of the 
river.” But why say, “in the air above the 
bosom” of the river? That he appeared 
“above” the water, and not below it, 
we can be sure; the original text so 
indicates, and Moffatt’s rendering is cor- 
rect; but this writer thinks he was 
“above the water” in the same sense our 
Lord was “above the water” when He 
walked upon it. It would therefore seem 
that the rendering in our common ver- 
sion is the correct rendering in that it 
expresses Clearly what Daniel saw, “the 
Man clothed in linen,” the same Man 
we read of in 10:5, 6, the pre-incarnate 
Christ, standing “upon the waters of the 
river.” The question one of the angels 
asked was doubtless asked for the bene- 
fit of Daniel, “How long shall it be to 
the end of these wonders?” 


VY. The oath of the man clothed in linen. 
Verse 7. Here we see that Daniel has 


been transported in the vision to the 
middle of the week, for the question 
asked is answered by the oath of “the 
Man clothed in linen,” who swears “by 
Him tht liveth forever, that it shall be 
for a time, times, and a half,” or, as 
Gordon renders it, “a year, years and 
half a vear,” three vears and a half; the 
last half of Daniel’s seventieth week, 
spoken of in Revelation as forty-two 
months, and as a thousand, two hundred 
and threescore days. Read Rev. 10:1-7, 
where this same mighty Personage, ap- 
pears in John’s vision, subsequent to 
His incarnation in human flesh. and. as 
here. at the middle of the week. but 
standino, not “unon the waters of the 
river,” but “with His right foot unon 
the sea, and His left foot on the earth.” 
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“And when he,” the Antichrist, or 
God through the Antichrist, “shall have 
accomplished to scatter the power of 
the holy people,” that is, the Jews, “all 
these things shall be finished.” In the 
Jewish Version we read, “When they,” 
probably the Antichrist and the false 
prophet, “have made an end of breakin 
in pieces the power of the holy people,” 
etc. It appears that the meaning is that 
God, at the time of the great tribulation, 
will give the Jews so completely over to 
the powers of darkness that will be gov- 
erning the earth where the Antichrist, 
indwelt by Satan, will constitute the 
civil government, that they will be 
brought to their last extremity; their 
power will have been broken into 
pieces; it will have been so completely 
“scattered” that it will be impossible to 
bring two tiny remnants of it together 
anywhere. Thus, perhaps, will Israel be 
made to long, as never before, for the 
true Messiah to appear. And it will be 
then that He will appear. 

VI. The inquiry Danel made. 


Verse 8. “And I heard, but I under-. 


stood not: then said I, O my Lord, what 
shall be the end of these things?” Mof- 
fatt renders this verse: “I heard this, 
but I did not understand it. So I asked, 
‘O my lord, what is to be the last phase 
before the end?’” It was not the end, 
it appears, that he was particularly con- 
cerned about, but, rather, what was to 
take place before the end, or, according 
to Rotherham, what the issue or out- 
come was going to be. When we do 
not understand, let us, like Daniel, make 
inquiry; and when we make inauiry, 
let us inquire of One who is-able to 
give a satisfactory answer. Then we shall 
not be led astray. 


VII. The last words addressed by the angel 
to Daniel. 


Verses 9-13. “And he said, Go thy 
way, Daniel: for the words are closed 
up and sealed till the time of the end. 
Many shall be purified, and made white, 
and tried; but the wicked shall do 
wickedly: and none of the wicked shall 
understand; but the wise.” or, they who 
make wise (Rotherham), i.e., the in- 
structors, “shall understand.”

Alarming Figures 

Statistics which cause us to be both 
ashamed and fearful, are those recently 
released by the Los Angeles County 
Marriage License Bureau. In 1945, there 
were 37,909 licenses to wed _ issued, 
while in the same period there were 
33,267 filings for divorce, annulment, 
or separate maintenance. The divorce 
rate, then, in some parts of this country, 
has risen to almost 90 per cent. 

Spreading the Scriptures’ . 

According to the Boston Post, the 
present goal of the Gideons, a national 
organization of ‘Christian business men, 
whose aim has been the distribution of 
the Scriptures, is to supply 50 million 
school children with copies of the New 
Testament and the Psalms. Here is an 
ambition tremendously worthwhile, and, 
if properly handled, it should result in 
the salvation and growth in grace of 
great numbers of our young people. 

Big Telescope 

The war halted work on an instru- 
ment through which men will be able 
to look 6,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
miles into space, visually exploring eight 
times as much of the universe as science 
now knows. With the fighting over, con- 
struction of the giant $6,000,000 Mount 
Palomar telescope and its 200-inch mir- 
ror is again in progress in Southern 
California. By the summer of 1947, the 
great ‘scope will begin its exciting ex- 
ploration of the heavens. 

High Cost of War 

The latest estimates of the cost of 
the war put the figure at $1,033,281,- 
000,000, a sum far beyond the capacity 
of the human mind to grasp. But even 
a moron can appreciate it-is a gigantic 
amount. What miracles it could have 
wrought for the good of the race if it 
had been used constructively instead of 
destructively. Yet, it represents only the 
material cost of the great conflict. The 
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emotional, spiritual, and human costs 
were still more enormous, leaving scars 
which it will take generations to heal. 
“Except a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground . . . it abideth alone.” 


A Quaker miller who six years ago 
planted a cubic inch. of his “dynamic 
kernels” of wheat, finds that this year’s 
final harvest will total more than 113,- 
000,000 cubic inches. He has predicted 
the cumulative product of the original 
inch of “Biblical tithing wheat’ will 
have a market value of more than $100,- 
000. This man pledged a tenth of each 
year’s crop to the church in what he 
called “a demonstration of the principle 
of tithing as taught in the Bible.” 
The final public harvesting ceremony is 
planned for August where a 10-acre plot 
of wheat, which has descended from the 
original inch, has been planted. The 
final sowing could not be contained in 
any single tract of land in Michigan, the 
state where the project was carried on; 
so the seed was distributed to 267 farm- 
ers in Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Wiscon- 
sin, and Tennessee. Each farmer has 
pledged to give a tenth of the return to 
a church or related organization. The 
churches of 28 denominations and other 
groups will share the $10,000 tithe ex- 
pected from the final crop. 


Some ExGI’s Become Neurotic 

Dr. Karl M. Bowman, president of 
the American Psychiatric Association, 
has said that “a considerable number 
of returning servicemen are becoming 
neurotic as a result of finding the coun- 
try they defended in a very chaotic con- 
dition.” It is said that in some cases this 
emotional instability might even lead té 
serious mental disorders. 


Lack of Bible Knowledge 

According to the Watchman-Examin- 
er, a questionnaire was circulated among 
18,000 high school pupils. Of that num- 
ber, it was discovered that 16,000 were 
unable to name three prophets of the 
Old Testament; 12,000 could not give 
the titles of the four Gospels; 10,000 did 
not know the name of three of the 
apostles.
